WASHINGTON, December 3.—[Special.]—To- 
day I have had more opportunity of probing 
the philosophy of the opposition to Crisp. It 
is the theorists who are fighting him, the men 
who are one-ideaed in their make-up. 

There are, for instance, the tariff haters, 
those who wish to wipe out at once every im- 
port from the statute books. These particular

men forget that there are other great interests 
which require consideration as we go along; 
that it will not do to hold tootightiy to one rein 
and lose al] the rest. 

Then there is a class of men whose exclusive 
tariff reform ideas are but cloaks to hide their 
advocacy ot the internal revenue system. They 
are the creatures of the bonded warehousemen., 
The aroma of the government distillery exudes 
from their garments and their noses are painted 
a mottied red. 

The man who wants unlimited silver coin- 
age is not half the crank the goldbug is. The 
silver man, in fact, only asks for the currency 
of his fathers, and if he is perhaps a little too 
persistent, he at least merits the virtue of 
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CRISP’S HEADQUARTERS. 

honesty. The goldbug is seifish and grasping. 
His success requires the slavery of every other 
interest. In order that the Boston bondholder 
may clip a guaranteed gold coupon, there are 
democrats so constituted that they would 
sacrifice every party hope of success. They 
want to live in summer resortsin winter and 
in winter resorts in summer. 

Thus they go, tandem fashion, looking sadly 
after the lead horse, while all the rest may go 
up Salt creek. 

There is opposed to this fitful fever of states- 
manship the great democratic party—the party 
of gold and silver money; the honest money of 
the constitution; the party of tariff reform, 
bent as well on the abolition of the iniquitous 
internal revenue. This is not a party 
of hubbies, but a party of rounded 
principles, not one of which is 
to be sacrificed to the rest, but all of which 
are to be pushed to success, so that every el- 
ement which enters into its make-up can feel 
at home in its counsels.

In one of the 
Chronological chapters of the Bible, where 
there is named a lot of men who rallied to 
Daniel, when ‘the sons of Issacher were 
reached, the sacred writer paused long enough

“Now,” said the doctor,” that is the best 
definition of statesmanship of which I know.”

like the sons of Israel, knows what it is best 
for the democracy to do, and that is to avoid 
mistakes and tochampion the cause of the 
common people who are looking to congress 
for relief. 

In this connection, the presence of the alli- 
ance leaders in the Crisp caucuses is signifi- 
cant. As I write, Congressman Moses is 
moving rapidly around through the crowds, 
clinching promises for Crisp. Here and there 
may be seen Livingston, watchful of the just 
pride of his state. Tom Winn, too, like the 
gallant Georgian that he {s, is doing honor to

the district which sent him here. Mr. Everett 
will be as enthusiastic a supporter as Mr. Crisp 
will havein the caucus. Not a discordant 
voice in the Georgia delegation, save one, and 
that one bas declared his hostility to the 
democracy with al] that that irgplies. 
The Mills Contingeat. 

Whatever may be the strength of the Hatch, 
Springer and McMillin votes, the calculation 
of the Mills managers are wholly made up on 
the theory that the three candidates first men- 
tioned will not be in the race on the final 
ballot. For the past two days the lieutenants 
who have been assisting the Texas candidate 
have used their energies to bring about a com- 
bination that will narrow the fight down to a 
struggle between Mills and Crisp. 

The attempt to drive Mr. Springer from the 
field had the appearance last night of being 
successful. But Mr. Springer, by a great deal 
of earnest work among those of his supporters 
who had weakness, today managed to get 
them back into line and secured their promises 
of loyalty. On the strength of these assur- 
ances he seems to feel that he is now in an un- 
assailable position. 

Why Springer Will Fall. 

The cohesion of his followers having been 
put tothe test in the raid. made upon his 
forces by the Mills men, current opinion, 
nevertheless, is that Mr. Springer is depend- 
ing too much upon the loyalty of his sup- 
porters. 

Those who have broken away and returned 
again are not believed to sincerely desire his 
election, and it will require little effort 
when the caucus meets to cause them to again 
desert him. 

There are no indications as yet that an effort 
of a serious character has been made to break 
up the following of either Hatoh or McMillin. 
Mr. Crisp’s managers have not been in the 
raiding business and the reasons why it is of 
no value to Mr. Mills to break into the columns 
of the McMillin and Hatch following, will be 
seen when the preferences of the men compos- 
ing their support are analyzed. 7 

The Missouri delegation would probably 
split even and Tennessee might show a ma- 
jority for Crisp. At least the Mills men do not 
show any disposition to have McMillin and 
Hatch driven from the field at this time. As 
stated,the managers at Mr. Mills’s headquarters

expect the contest to narrow down toa struggle 
on the last ballot between their leader and the 
candidate from Georgia. 

Tom Johnson’s Calculation. 

One of the cleverest mathematicians support- 
ing the Texan is Hon. Tom L. Johnson, of 
Cleveland. He has figured out to his own sat- 
isfaction, and his figures probably have tlhe en- 
dorsement of the Mills men generally, just 
where the votes of Springer, McMillin and 
Hatch will go when their respective forces 
dissolve. 

‘T think I can make it clear,” said Mr. 
Johnson today, ‘‘why we have so much confi- 
dence in the election of Mr. Mills, as soon as 
Hatch, McMillin and Springer drop out of the 
race. That they will retire before the contest 
is an admitted certainty... The division of the 
vote now credited to these three candidates 
will settle the contest between Mr. Mills and 
Mr. Crisp,and I can show you whyit will be in 
the former’s favor. There are 119 votes in the 
north,of which we concede Mr.Crisp will have 
thirty-one, leaving Mr. Mills eighty-eight. In 
the south there are 113 votes, omitting Mr. 
Fyan, of Missouri, whois disabled, and Wat- 
son, of Georgia, who will caucus with Jerry 
Simpson and the alliance following. This 
southern vote will divide as follows: Mills 
39, and Crisp 74. Now add 
Crisp’s northern support of 31 
to his southern support of 74, and his total 
vote will be 105. Mr. Mills’s northern vote of 
88, combined with his southern vote of 34, 
will give him a total of 127, a clean majority 
of 22 over Mr. Crisp, should the caucus be a 
full one. It is not claimed by Mr. Mills’s ad- 
visers that he will poll a vote of 127 on the 
first ballot. The figures I have given have 
been calculated to cover the fina! ballot, when 
the race will be between Mr. Mills and Mr. 
Crisp alone. Those figures will be verified 
next Saturday, though they may not be ad- 
mitted by Mr. Mills’s opponents at this time.”’ 

Mr. Johnson analyzes Crisp’s northern vote 
on the final ballot as follows: Ohio, 10; New 
Jersey, 5; New England, 1; Pennsylvania, 2; 
New York, 13, Total, 31. . Mills’ssouthern vote 
on the final ballot will embrace from Texas, 
10: Missouri, 9; Arkansas, 3; Tennessee, 6; 


| Kentucky, 5; West Virginia, 2; Virginia, 3. 
Total, 34. The Crisp men hold these figures in 
derision. They point out the fact that in the 
extent of the break-up of the lesser candidates 
Mr. Mills’s statisticians do not give Mr. Crisp 
a vote from Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin and only one in New Eng- 
land. They say that this is absurd. Ap- 
parently they expect to get enough from the 
state mentioned to elect Mr. Crisp by a majority 
fully as large as that claimed by Mr, Mills. 
As accurate arefiection of the claims of the 
two leading candidates ascan be made isshown 
in the tables following. In these tables itis 
assumed that on the last ballot no other can- 
didates will be in the field except the leaders, 
A careful compilation of the vote claimed by 
the Mills people by states, is as follows: 
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Hatch Was Angry. 

‘There was a violent scene in General 
Hatch’s headquarters this afternoon when 
Colone!] Charles Handsome Jones, of The St. 
Louis Republic, the western organ of Mr, 
Mills, attempted to force the Missourian off the 
track. Colouvel Jones had had a long conference 
with Mr. Mills and went to General Hatch di- 
rectly from the Texan’s headquarters. He

told General Hatch that after looking over 
the situation he was convinced that Missour 
was ‘‘not in it,’’ and that being the case he 
(Hatch) had no right to longer jeopardize the 
election of Mr. Mills by insisting on further 
allegiance from the Missouri delegation. 

General Hatch grew exceedingly angry. He 
intimated that Jones’s intellect lacked the 
comprehensive grasp necessary to understand 
the situation. 

‘*Mills can never be elected,’’ said he em- 
phatically. ‘‘But Crisp may be defeated and 
I have as good achance as Springer of com- 
bining the field on me in the event of a dead- 
lock.”’ 

General Hatch grew hotter as he progressed, 
and finally concluded the stormy interview by 
reading the riot act to Jones. 

‘Captain Howell, of THe ATLANTA ConSsTI- 
TUTION, is here helping Crisp,” said he. 
“There are several editors from Illinois on the 
ground working for Springer and some from 
Tennessee helping McMillin, and here you 
are knifing me.”’ 

When the two men parted their collars 
were badly wilted. 

Rally of Springer’s Forces. 

LATER—The Springer forces rallied tonight 
at a meeting of the Lilinois delegation. Sena- 
tor Palmer addressed the meeting, and resolu- 
tions passed by the Illinois state democratic 
committee were read instructing the Lllinois 
representatives in congress to stand by Springer 
to the end. 

At midnight the backbone of the Springer 
men seems to have been materially stiffened, 
andit looks as though they would remain in 
the fight to the finish. 

It has been decided to hold the caucusin the 
afternoon, and Judge Holman has issued a 
call for 2 o’clock. Late tonight Mr. Byuum, 
of Indiana, one of Mr. Mills’s lieutenants, 
gave out the following as his estimate of the 
strength of the various candidates: Crisp, 90; 
Mills, 87; Springer, 33; McMillin, 11. He 
leaves Hatch out of the calculation. 

Clifton Breckinridge, of Arkansas, another 
one of the Mills managers, gives the following 
figures: Mills, 67; Crisp, 54; Springer, 26; 
MeMillin, 16; Hatch, 13; doubtful, 42. 
Dockery, of Missouri, a Mills man, figures out 
that Mills will have one majority after the 
lesser candidates have dropped out. 

Crisp Men Confident. 

The managers of Judge Crisp declare at 
midnight that his election is assured beyond 
all question. Anattempt is being made by 
the Mills men, as @ last desperate resort, to 
spread the report that Mills is Mr. Cleveland’s 
candidate, and that his defeat will promote 
the interests of Governor Hill. 

Cleveland is a good name to conjure with, 
but there is absolutely no foundation for this 
report. It is ona par with the idea which is 
assiduously cultivated that the eiection of any 
one except Mills will send tariff reform, as the 
issue, to the rear. 

A Little Straw. 

There is practically no betting on the result 
of the speakership contest here. Bets that 
are made are even money on Crisp against the 
field. Biackwell, the Virginia tobacco man, 
offered $5,000 to $500 this afternoon that Crisp 
would defeat Mills. It was not taken. 

Full of Hope. 
As the day wore to a close, notwithstand- 


‘ing the shifting scenes and rum ors, the Crisp

headquarters were full of hope. It was felt 
that the moment was twenty-four hours nearer 
+ when Georgia would furnish the speaker to 
the strongest democratic house in history.

THE COURSE OF MILLS, 


Another Correspondent Speaks of the At- 
tack on Judge Crisp. 


fi Wasuinaton, December 3.—[Special.}]— 
That any bitterness or hard feeling has been 
injected into the speakership fight is due sole- 
ly and entirely to the friends of Colonel Mills 
and Colonel Mills himself. Neither by or on 
the part of any of the other candidates has 
aught been said or done to make this canvass 
anything but a friendly and generous contest 
between members of the same political party 
for the highest honor now within its gift. 

The chief attack has been made upon Judge 
Crisp, as he has more votes than Colonel Mills 
alone, and lacks very few, if any, of a majority 
overall. The St. Louis Republic has persist- 


-}, ed in the charges, ever since adjournment last 


March, that Judge Crisp is a protectionist; 
The New York Times is doing§practically the 
saine thing every day, and their Washington 
correspondent this week quoted Colonel Mills 
as saying that a vote for Charles F. Crisp was 
& vote for a protectionist, 

These and the other supporters of. Colonel 
Mills insist that there is no issue between the 
democratic and the republican party except 
the tariff; that they‘are the sole representa- 
tives of that issue, and that Colonel Mills is 
the only candidate for speaker who is really 
in favor of tariff reform. These people do not 


| appeal—-they command. ‘They do not argue— 


they order. They do not persuade—they dic- 
tate. Who are they? Henry George has 
been here this week helping Mills, and Con- 
gressman Tom Johnson, of Ohio, one of his 
disciples, is in charge of a section of Mills’s 
headquarters. Congressman J. DeWitt 
Warner, who wrote Mr. Carlisle so as to get 
the names of both of them in print on this 
subject, is one of the charter members of that 
half republican, whole Wall street organiza- 
tian, known as the New ,York Reform Club. 
Course of The Times. 

But why mention anything but their news- 
paper organ, The New York Times, Abfuno 
disco omnes. This mugwump republican 
paper never supported a democratic state 
ticketin New York until this year, when, 
after‘a good deal of hesitation, it got so far as 
not to advise anybody to vote against Flower. 
For the last seven yearsit has with consistency 
and uniformity abused, vilified and lied about 
the democratic state government of New 
York,and is now, and has been since elections, 
using its columns with strict impartiality, 
dividing all space as nearly as may be, in the 
one place denouncing all democrats who 
are notgoing to vote for Mills, and in 
the other calling down the vengeance of 
heaven, the courtsand the populace upon New 
York democrats because they will not allow 
the legislature to be stolen by the same party 
which, aided and abetted by The Times, robbed 
the country of a democratic president fifteen 
years ago. 7 

The Dictators at Work. 

In addition to these anti-democratic forces, 
who are in no manner subject to democratic 
rule or discipline, we have most of the demo- 
cratic members of the old ways and means 
committee, who, placed in charge of tariff leg- 
islation by democratic representatives, uow 
assume that they are infinitely greater than 
their party associates who gave them power, 
and are alone worthy to command a policy and 
dictate a candidate. 

These politicians and newspapers—demo- 
crats, independents, mugwumps, reformers 
and the like—saw to it three years ago that all 
the democratic eggs were put in one basket, 
and the only lesson they appear to have 
learned from the failure of that ex- 
periment is that they must have 
next year a piece of wicker-work as 
near like the old one as possible, so that the 
break may occurin the very same place—it 
will save them so much trouble in looking for 
it when it happens. 

One of Their Fabrications. 

Now the charge that Judge Crisp is a 
protectionist, is, of course, a lie, and the other 
assertion that his supporters underrate the im- 
portance of the tariff issue; or would ignore or 
subordinate it, is just as bare of the sober and 
dignified habiliments of truth; but what care 
these one-idea men for that? They propose 
to make the fight now and next year upon the 
single plank upon which they were defeated 
in 1888,and none other. If they can have 
their way, the silver issue and all questions 
pertaining to currency and circulation, will be 
ignored, the extravagance of the billion con- 
gress will be only mildly censured, the Reed 
rules and displacement of democratic members 
will be forgotten, the force bill wiil get off 
with a little dishonorable mention, and the 
discontent among the masses of the people 
will not be thought worthy of notice. 

Crisp Has the Southerners. 

In using the tariff question so as to ignore 
and displace all other issues, these people 
make an astonishing exhibition of cold-blooded 
selfishnessand absolute autocracy. Every cal- 
culation on the election next year gives to the 
democratic candidates the 159 votes of the six- 
teen southern states. As between Crisp and 
Mills, five-sixths of the members from these 
states are for the Georgian, and yet they are 
told that they must submit this year and next 
year, and every other year, to the ipse dixit of 
alotofmugvump and Wall street dictators, 
who never want the democrats to win a battle 
of any sort except upon issues they frame and 
with candidates of their own selection. If we 
are to bé influenced at ali from New York, let 
it be by New York democrats to the manner 
born, who, by word and deed, have shown 
themselves willing and able to advance demo 
cratic principles and elect democratic candi- 
dates. 


Mills’s Friends Despondent. 

Dartuas, Tex., December 3.—[Special.]—

The theory of some politicians here is 
that his friends will run him against Senator- 
appointed Horace Chilton, of Tyler, for the 
United States senate, Chilton having been ap- 
pointed by Governor Hogg to fill the unex- 
pired term of Judge Keagan, now chairman of 
the railway commission, and about whose 
appointment there is a great deal of dissatis- 
faction.

CHINA KEEPS COOL. 


She Does Not Like Russia’s Movement 
of Troops. 


WILL PROTECT HER FRONTIER, 


No Danger Apprehended from the 
Insurgents. 


ALL EUROPE [8 


England’s Co-Operation with the Celestial 
Empire Is Sought—Protection Is 
Promised to Foreigners. 


INTERESTED. 


Paris, December 3.—The situation in China 
is attracting great attention.in political circles 
in all European capitals. This is not only due 

o the fact that several of the powers have 
made demands upon the Chinese government 
regarding the treatment of their respective 
subjects in that country, which the present 
condition of affairs prevents being settled, but 
because of the extreme importance attached to 
the reports that England has come to an un- 
derstanding with China by which mutual aid 
will be rendered in case of certain contin- 
gencies, 

The Felair today publishes an intervie 
with the Chinese charge d’affaires here. The 
representative of the Chinese government 
holds optimistic views regarding the situation 
of affairs in China, and expresses the most im- 
plicit confidence that the government will 
have no occasion to take any extreme meas 
ures to suppress an attempt at a general up- 
rising. The charge d’affaires declares 
that the news of iate received from 
China regarding disturbances in several parts 
of the country, particularly in the north, is 
greatly exaggerated. The fears expressed 
that the rebels in the north might push on their 
march past the great wall and reach and invest 
the city of Pekin, are calmly brushed aside by 
the charge d'affaires, who says that instead of 
the government staking its existence on a decis- 
ive battle with the insurgents, ft would only be 
necessary for the imperial troops toshow them- 
selves in battle array to put the rebels to flight. 

The charge d’affaires said that he was not 
aware that any power had asked explanations 
from China. 

‘In any case,’”’ he said, ‘‘we are quite ready 
to assure the powers that we have done and 
will continue to do our utmost to protect 
Europeans in China.”’ 

The correspondent of Figaro cables from 
Shanghai that parleys have been opened 
to bring about an alliance between England 
and China for the purpose of coping with 

tussia. 

The correspondent said that China is send- 
ing troops to Pamir to check the Russian 
movements in that part of the world. China 
claims that Russia is encroaching on her terri- 
tory. 


MONEY WELL INVESTED. 


Four Thousand Dollars Put In an Exposi- 
tion Has Brought Good Returns. 

Witmrnetron, N. C., December 3.—[Spe- 

cial.J}—The people who were at Charieston, 


gala week, say that Wilmington has surpassed 
that city in the extent and enthusiasm of 
‘‘welcome week.” The crowd today was far 
and away the largest ever seen here. Sixty 
counties in the state were represented. There 
were 20,000 people at the notable fireworks dis- 
play last night, but nearly twice tuat number 
saw the sights today. 

There were many events. First came the 
firemen’s contests, and then a military prize 
drill. The winners were Company G, Second 
regiment, of Charlotte, N.C. This afternoon 
Svrunt & Son, cotton exporters, paraded 400 of 
their employes, and illustrated the cotton in- 
dustry from the plant tothe ocean steamer, 
with an admirably constructed steamer as a 
part of the display. Sprunt is the 
largest single cétton exporter in the United 
States. Tonight, what was perhaps the 
largest trades’ parade ever made in a place 
the size of this, was the crowning event of the 
week. There were sixty-five floats and 2,000 
men in line extending a mile and a quarter. 
The best estimate of the number of visitors is 
15,000. The outlay by the citizens for the 
week’s celebration is $4,000, and they are we)! 
repaid for their investment. Pickpockets 
were at work today. They robbed the mes- 
senger of the Navassa Guano Company of 
$500 on the principal street. Inan hour the 
thief was caught and the money all recovered. 
The Young Men's Christian Association 
building, which cost $40,000 agd is one of the 
handsomest in the south, is formally opened. 


GOULD PREPARING A STATEMENT

New York, December 3.—Assignee Gould 
is getting ready a statement of the affairs of 
Field, Lindley, Wiechers & Co., butitis not 
yet completed. He said today he did not 
know whether he would give it to the press or 
not; it all depended on the advice of his coun- 
sel. He added that there was absolutely noth- 
ing new in the case today. 

About 1 o’clock this afternoon Dr. Charles 
Lindley said Cyrus Field was somewhat bet- 
ter, and that he might recover, out if he did, 
he wouid never be the same inan again. Two 
days ago, when it was believed that Field was 
about to die, a consultation of lawyers was 
held and a codicil was added to his will.

PICKED UP THE WRONG JAR. 


Mr.’ Anderson Intended to Take Quinine 
But Got Morphine by Mistaken. 


GREENVILLE, 8. C., December 2.—[Spe- 
cial.}—W. B. Anderson, a young man of Cedar 
Grove, Laurens county, South Carolina, died 
suddenly on Monday night last from the ef- 
fects of a dose of morphine he had taken 
through mistake. He had been feeling un- 
well for several days, and aiter rising thats 
morning thought he would take a dose of 
quinine. He secured a jar which he supposed 
contained the quinine, but which proved to be 
morphine. After taking it he started ona 
journey, but had only gone about half a mile 
when he felt so sick he was compvuiled to 
stop at the residence of Dr. John A. West- 
moreland. The doctor soon discovered the 
cause of his illness and used every means in 
his power to relieve him, but after lingering 
unconscious until 8 o’clock that night Ander- 
son died.

The Humane Society After the Broad 
Street Museum Proprietors 


FOR CRUEL TREATMENT OF WILD ROSE, 


The Wild Girl—Is She Spanish Nobility? 
A Regular Novel Story, but 
It Don’t Go, 


The proprietors of the ten-cent museum, 
near the Broad street bridge, are in a fair way 
to get into biz trouble. 

And if reports be true nobody will be 
orrys. 

One of the principal attractions of the show 
is ‘‘Wild Rose,” the wild girl who was viewed 
with marked curiosity by thousands of visitors 
at the exposition. 

Some time ago one of the visitors to the 
museum reported to the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children and Animals 
that Wild Rose was an idiot, and that she 
Was most cruelly treated by the managers of 
the show. 

The society took the matterin hand, and 
commenced an investigation. The investigation 
confirmed the report—that is to such an extent 
that the authorities were notified to look into 
the case. 

Two detectives were sent to the museum 
with instructions to arrest the proprietors, if 
sufficient evidence could be secured to make a 
case against them. The proprietors, the officers 
think, suspected the object of their mission, 
and were exceedingly cautious and guarded in 
their conduct. 

The matter was temporarily dropped. 
After the exposition was over, and the show 
‘was moved up town, the reports of the treat- 
ment were renewed to the humane society, 
and the police were requested to watch for 
evidence to warrant the arrest of the museum 
proprietors. Almost daily somebody would re- 
port some act of cruelty to poor unfortunate 
"Wild Rose.” 

Yesterday morning in response to a commu- 
nication from the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children and Animals, two de- 
tectives and Mrs. Brittain went to the Broad 
street show in the interest of ‘‘Wild Rose.”’ 

They paid for their tickets, and walked in 
just as any other spectators would do. They 
spent an hour and a halfin the show.devoting 
ail their time watching Rose and the treat- 
ment she received from her managers. They 
inquired about the girl, who she was and 
where she came from. Her companion, the 
frizzle-lhieaded snake charmer. to!d a story of 
the wild girl that would do justice to Rider 
Haggard. 

She said that Rose was twenty-six years old, 
and that she was with P. T. Barnum for along 
time ; that she was a member of a noble family 
of Spair., and was lost when achild. She was 
found by a crowd of huntsmen in a wild, un- 
inhabited part of Spain, when she was eleven 
years old. When found, she was sitting on 
the bank of a stream, eating wild rose leaves, 
and, after she was captured; her captors gave 
her the name of Wild Rose. A few years ago, 
a wealthy Spanish lady, in New Orleans, 
claimed that Rose was acousin of hers, and 
made an effort to get her away from Burnum 
by legal proceedings, but failed. 

Whetherj Wild Rose is of Spanish nobility or 
not, it is believed in Atlanta that she is badly 
treated. The managers of the museum claim 
that she can’t speak a word, but this is denied. 

A dummy conductor says that when the 
crowd boarded out toward the park that one 
evening Wild Rose boarded the car, and that 
she sank in her seat with exhaustion from 
standing on the platform. He says when the 
stregt was reached where they got off to go to 
the boarding house Rose said, in as good Eng- 
lish as anybody: 

‘Let us get off, here’s where we stop.” 

This has created the impresion that the girl 
can talk if she was allowed to. The girl is be- 
lieved by almost everybody who sees her to be 
a poor unfortunate idiot, who has fallen into 
bad hands. 

The detectives will go back to the place to- 
day, and the probability is the proprietors will 
be arrested for cguelty to children.

WILL NOT CONTEST. 


The Anti-Barroomists Have a Tacit 
Agreement 


TO LET THE ELECTION ALONE. 


‘ 


There Will Probably Be No Agitation of 
the Prohibition Question in the Spring, 
Says Judge W. KR, Hammond. 


The general committee of the anti-barroom 
party held a meeting at the headquarters yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Contrary to expectations, neither the elec- 
tion, the registration nor the waterworks bonds 
formed a single feature or the proceedings. 

The committee met to wind up its affairs 
pertaining to the election. This was done, 
and withitthe ballot of Wednesday stands 
final and undisputed, so far. 

There will be no contest. That has 
been accepted by all of the 1890 men, 
and, while there. has been no 
definite action to that effect, none was consid- 
ered necessary. 

‘*‘There was a tacit agreement,” said Judge 
W. R. Hammond last evening, “that we 
would not contest the election. To tell the 
truth, the white vote was plainly in the ma- 
jority with the citizens’ ticket, and in the face 
of such a majority as was gained, such action 
would not alone be powerless, but altogether 
unwise. 

“When our ticket was first put out,’’ con- 
tinued the judge, ‘‘we thought that the pro- 
hibitionists would besolid with us, and that 
even a number of the other side would rally 
to our support. But instead, our party di- 
vided, and there were too many factions to ex- 
pect victory. 

“Then again we had big odds to fight 
against. We hadn’tasingle organ to repre- 
seut us, and by most of the papers we were 
simply ignored. Under those circumstances 
many got to believe us a dead letter. Grad- 
ually we found one weight after another on 
us, and then we set about to try to stem the 
powerful tide. 

‘The day before the election,’’ said the 
judge, after a pause; ‘‘we confidently expected 
atleast two of ourcandidates to be elected, 
and thought that three others had splendid 
chances. The crowds that turned out at our 
meetings, particularly on Monday and Tues- 
day, were very encouraging. Somehow, things 
went wrong for our side as soon as the polls 
opened. The anti-barroomists didn’t work as 
they should have and seemed to lose heart 
when the citizens’ ticket opened so strongly. 
Despite our divided party, we had a much 
greater numerical strength than the ballots 
showed.” 

‘*Will you have an election in the spring?”’ 
was asked. 

‘**We can’t tell yet. For the present I think 
it best to wait, and then try to get the prohibi- 
tionists united again. <A representative part of 
the party should get together and decide upon 
the best plan. You see some are opposed 
to barrooms, but favor the whoiesale houses, 
others would abolish both, while some like the 
dispensary plan. Unless these act in union 
we need not expect victory for our cause.” 

‘Do you think they will meet ?”’ 

“Yes, but when I can’ttell. It’s pretty safe 
to say that there will be no agitation in the 
spring.’”’ 

‘Do you think the prohibitionists are dis- 
heartened by the retent election ?’’ 

‘‘No, they should not be. It was not a fair 
test of the question. Some of our best friends 
were against us, because they didn’t want the 
quart system and for various other reasons. 
Then the illegal registration and the purchase 
of votes operated against us. We wouldn’t 
have bought any even if we had had the 
money.”’ 

‘*‘Will those who are charged with having 
illegally registered be prosecuted ?”’ 

‘There are 2,000 of them, and it will require 
a great deal of money. If we can get the funds 
for the undertaking, we’ll certainly attempt to 
punish the offenders. The good people of At- 
Janta should help usin that. It would prove 
a valuable thing toward pure politics in the 
future, and should be done for that reason. 

“But we shall at least prosecute those 
against whom we have already made cases,”’ 
concluded Judge Hammond.

SAVANNAH’S MERCHANTS ARE KICKING. 


They Will Lose Some Christmas Trade, 
and Think the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Is Persecuting Them, 


SavANNAH, Ga., December 3.—[Special.]— 
Savannahians are up in arms at what they 
consider another blow struck at the city’s 
business interests. Not content with depriv- 
ing the city of the offices of the Central rail- 
road system and reducing its population by 
some bundreds, the managers of the Richmond 
and Danville now propose taking away the 
privilege heretofore accorded the Central’s 
stockholders of free transportation to Savan- 
nah for the stockholders’ meeting. 

There is not aretail merchantin the city 
who will not be affected by this blow. It 
means a direct loss to them this year of thou- 
sands of dollars which they had calculated on 


for the Christmas trade. 
A. Loss to the Merchants. 

It means a permanent loss of a large part of 
the out-of-town holiday trade, and a consequent 
heavy loss each year hereafter. For many 
years past hundreds of the stockholders of the 
Central railroad have been in the custom of 
making heavy purchases in the latter part of 
December, when they could come here and 
return home on their scrip. Not only were 
Christmas presents bought here, but a large 
amount of other lines of goods. Instead of 
buying elsewhere, these stockholders would 
wait until the stockholders’ meeting ap- 
proached, and then, coming to Savannah, 
collect their stock dividends and expend con- 
siderable money. 

In the aggregate, as already stated, thou- 
sands of dollars would be left here asa result 
of their visit. Now the Richmond and Dan- 
ville people intend to cut off this source of 
business by wiping out for good the privileges 
accorded the stockholders in the past. 

A prominent official stated this morning that 
there was hardly any question as to this. In 
extenuation of this action of the lessees, he 
stated that the privileges have been 
greatly abused in_ the past. The 
Central railroad owners are not 
operating the road, and the lessees are under 
no obligation to continue this custom of giving 
stockholders a free ride. The retail merchants 
are beginning to kick with the greatest vigor, 
and allare very bitter in their feeling and 
their talk against the railroad people. In the 
present condition of trade, they all agree that 
the shutting up of this avenue of business will 
be severely felt.

TRIES TO CUT HIS OWN THROAT. 


Friends Held His Hands, but He Madea

Mr. Holder was 
so nervous and excited that when he reached 
the spot and recognized the body as that of his 
father, he was so horrified and depressed that 
he pulled his knife and tried to whack his own 
throat, but his hand was caught by friends, 
who quickly stopped him.

University Professors Will Explain 
Farming to Farmers. 


TO LECTURE ON SOIL AND CLIMATE. 


Dr. White, Dr. Hunnicutt, Hon, James B. 
Smith and Others Are to 
Make Addresses, 


ATHENS, Ga,, December 3.—[(Special.]—At 
the last regular meeting of the board of trus- 
tees of the University of Georgia, it was re- 
solved to establish anew department of the 
university to be known asthe ‘Farmers’ Insti- 
tutes of Georgia.’’ 

The nature of these institutes is simply this: 
They are a course of lectures delivered by the 
professors of the state college of agriculture 
and mechanic arts to farmers in the different 
sections of the state. 

These professors will prepare papers upon 
different subjects of interest to the farmer and 
read them at meetings to be held in different 
sections of the state. These lectures wil! con- 
tain all the latest information obtained through 
sciéntitic research and experiment, and are de- 
signed to educate the farmers of Georgia in 
everything that will enable them to thrive 
and prosper im their calling in life. 

The lectures will be carefully prepared, will 
be full of valuable information and scientific 
knowledge, and will serve to quicken and 
enliven the agricultural interests of Georgia. 

One of the great drawbacks to the agri- 
cultural pursuits of the present day is the lack 
of scientific methods among farmers. A 
proper knowledge of scientific results will 
enable them to raise better crops and at the 
saine time keep the soi! richer. 

Just such information as this these insti- 
tutes will give. Along with these lectures are 
handed out ‘thand books’’ which contain a 
synopsis of the lecture delivered and are in- 
tended to be laid away for future reference. 
These are printed by the professors and scat- 
tered around among the farmers. 

The first meeting will be heldin Athens at 
10 o’clock, Saturday, December 12th, at the 
university chapel. 

Professor H. ©. White, president of the 
State College of Agriculture and Mechanic 
Arts, will read a carefully prepared paper on 
“The Air and the Soil in Their Relations to 
Agriculture.’”’ , 

his lecture will contain much valuable in- 
formation of use tothe farmer, and will be 
full of the results of recent experiments, 

On this occasion Dr. Jawes B. Hunnicutt, 
professor of agriculture in the University of 
Georgia, will deliver a lecture; also District

James M. Smith, of Oglethorpe. 

It is expected that quite a large number of 
farmers from all over northeast Georgia will 
be present at the meeting and that the first 
meeting of the series will move off smoothly 
and successfully. 

After Christmas, Drs. White and Hunnicutt 
will make arrangements to deliver lectures 
and establish these farmers’ institutes in every 
district in the state.

The Prisoner Spends His Time in Read: 
ing and Talking. 


IS 1T TOO LATE FOR A COMPROMISE P 


The Lawyers Say It Is—Mr. Ryan Still 
Asserts That He Cannot Pay 
the Money. 


Nothing new has developed within the last 
few days in the Ryan case. 

Mr. Steve Ryan still occupies a room in the 
Fulton county jail. 

He passes most of his time reading newspa- 
pers and magazines aud conversing with his 
friends who drop in to see him. 

Mr. Ryan is allowed to see all callers, except 
newspaper reporters, without passes. They are 
not given admittance by Jailer Maddox or his 
assistants. 

“It is not generally known,”’ said a promi- 
nent lawyer who represents a number of 
heavy creditors, ‘‘that a compromise came 
very near being reached the same day that Mr. 
Ryan was committed to jail. He renewed his 
offer of 30 cents on the dollar, which he had 
previously made, and most of the Creditors, 
through their attorneys, were willing to accept 
this proposition. Had this offer been closed in 
with at the time Mr. Ryan would have been a 
free man today.”’ 

‘‘How could Judge Gober’s order, commit- 
ting Mr. Ryan to jail for contempt, have been 
evaded ?” 

“There was only one way to do it,’’ the 
lawyer answered, ‘‘and that was to withhold 
the remitter indifinitely. It was decided by 
some of the best lawyersin Atlanta that this 
could have been done. When, however, this 
effort fora compromise failed, the remitter 
was handed in, and the order was enforced.” 

‘‘Suppose that all the creditors should agree 
to accede to Mr. Ryan’s former proposition, 
could the case still be settled, and Mr. Ry~n 


released from jail?” 

‘*T don’t believe it could. The matter has 
gone beyond our:each. There is only one 
way for Ryan to get out of jail and that is for 
him to pay the full $121,000. If he were to 
pay $120,000 and be short only $1,000 that 
would avail him nothing, even if every 
creditor was satisfied. The court would uot 
be satisfied. Usually in contempt of court 
cases the man talks and purges himself, but 
in this instance the man’s talk does no good— 
the money must talk.” 

‘‘Are you ready to purge yourself of con- 
tempt and getout of jail?’ a reporter asked 
Mr. Ryan. 

‘*Yes, if you can suggest any way for me to 
do it,’’ was the laughing reply. 

‘*Pay the $121,000,”’ suggested one of the 
prisoner’s friends. 

“That is more of an impossibility now than 
ever before. Iam poorernow than when I 
came to jail. When I was at work I was 
drawing asalary. Now I am not earning a 
penny. Ihave exhausted my resources in 
trying to pay up my creditors, but I still owe 
this $121,000 it seems, and this must be ~aid 
before I can regain my liberty. Well, I will 
never, no never be able to pay this money— 
this debt, and I confess I see noearly or re- 
mote prospect of ever getting out of prison. 

*“T have done some good since I came to 
jail,’”’ Mr. Rayn continued. “I have drawn 
the attention of the people to this miserable 
structure. I see the press has taken up the 
matter, and I wouldn’t be surprised if the agita- 
tion should result in a new jail. So you see 
my imprisonment is not in vain.’

BOR DAY. 


It Will Be Observed in the Public 
Schools Today. 


COMMISSIONER  FAIN'S — CIRCULAR, 


It Contains Some Suggestions anda Pro- 
gramme of Exercises for Arbor Day. 
It’s a Legal Holiday. 


This is “Arbor Day” in Georgia. 

The last legislature made it a legal holiday. 
Every 4th day of December will be ‘‘Arbor 
Day’’ in Georgia until the law is changed. 

Everybody who knows anything much about 
the public schools of the state wants it changed 
as soon as the next legislature meets. 

Manifestly the time chosen is not appropriate 
for the purpose of “Arbor Day,” and is when 
two-thirds of the public schools of the state 
have closed. That is, outside of cities. 

As a consequence the day will not be as 
generally observed, as it otherwise would have 
been. 

“Not more than half the schools in Fulton 
county,’? said Commissioner John N. Fain 
yesterday, ‘‘will observe it from the fact that 
they have closed. Decomber 4th is the wrong 
time for ‘Arbor Day.’ Itshould be May 4th 
instead. It would be much more pleasant and 
would be more generally observed. Theschools 
of West End, Hapeville and East Point will 
observe the day. A great many schools will 
not, however, but may do so later.” 

Captain Fain has sent the following circular 
containing a programme for the day to the 


teachers all over the county: 

To the Teachers of the Public Schools of Fulton 
County—Please take notice that in obedience to 
the requirements of the law of Georgia, Hon. 
Samuel D. Bradwell, state school commissioner, 
has declared Friday, the 4th day of December, 
1891, a legal holiday in the public schools through- 
out the state, for the purposes named in the act, 
setting it apart as Arbor Day. Now, in order 
that you may aid in_ carryin out the

The Affairs of the Atlanta Lodge Will 
Be Wound Up. 


THE RESULT OF FINANCIAL TROUBLES, 


A Receiver Appointed—The Lodge Had a 
Splendid Start, but the Inter-_ 
est Died Out. ; 


‘ The Atlanta lodge of Elks has disbanded. 
For a long time such a result has been 
expected by those in possession of the facts 
concerning the troubles of the lodge, and 
yesterday morning the official letter was 
forwarded to the grand secretary. | 

A receiver has been appointed to wind 
up the financial affairs of the lodge and 
the charter of Atlanta lodge B. P. OG E. 
will be surrendered to the proper authori- 

To a great many people this news will 
be a surprise. No secret society ever came into 
Atlanta under more favorable circumstances. 
The personnel of the lodge membership was 
eqnal to the very best. The men who 
were at the head of Elkj affairs were 
the most prominent young men in Atlanta. 
They were enthusiastic in the work of build- 
ing up the lodge, and soon did build it to 
proportions which warranted it being con- 
sidered one of the very best lodges in the 
city. 

Atlanta lodge earned the name of one of 
the best lodges in the order. Handsome 
lodgerooms and parlors were fitted up on 
Alabama street where the Dixie Club 
rooms now are and these at once proved 


popular. 

Things were going along swimniingly. 
Too swimmingly, perhaps, for some of 
the member cenceived the idea that 
they bad outgrown their quarters. About this 
time the old capitol block was nearing com- 
pletion, and the faction that favored new quar- 
ters carrying the point, handsome rooms were 
fitted up in that block. 

The Lodge’s Decline. 

The decline of the lodge dates from that 
move. For one reason and another there be- 
gan to be apathy displayed on the part of the 
members. Itis claimed by members of the 
lodge that the great reason for this 
was, that the elevator in the 
building was not ‘run iate at 
night as the contract stipulated, thereby keep- 
Ing away very many members who would 
have made the roows their headquarters, and 
whose patronage of the club features would 
have kept up the revenues. 

Whether this is the reason or not, it is certain 
that the interest in the lodge began to fal! off 
soon after the lodgerooms were moved to 
that building, and the waning has been kept 
up ever since. 

A few months ago there was another 
change, this time to rooms in_ the 
Healey building, more centrally located. 
It was expected that this move would be a 
good one for the lodge. But things had gone 
too far to the bad, and the earnest workers 
found it impossible to stir up the necessary 
interest. Meeting after meeting was called 
for the purpose of straightening out the 
financial affairs of the lodge, but the members 
did not attend. The nominal assets, dues, 
etc., were neatly double the liabilities, but the 
assets didn’t materialize and the bills did. 

As the time wore on the bills—as bills have 
a habit of doing—became more pressing. Mr. 
Tom Cobb Jackson, who is exalied ruler of 
the lodge, had made what he thought were the 
necessary arrangements with the creditors to 
prevent them pressing their claims until the 
affairs of the lodge could be straightened out; 
but this was not done and the officers of the 
lodge determined that they would not contest 
an application for a receivership. 

A Receiver Appuvinted. 

This application was accordingly made by Mr. 
Dan Rountree, representing Messrs. Joseph 
Thompson, M. Rich & Bros., and P. H. Snook 
& Son. The claims of these firms aggregated 
something over two thousand dollars. When 
the matter was presented to Judge Clarke, be, 
at the instance of the officers of the lodge and 
the creditors, named Mr. John Raine, secre- 
tary of the lodge, as receiver. An order was 
secured instructing Mr. Raine _—itto 
collect what is due the lodge, 
sell the _— property, and liquidate 
the indebtedness of the lodge. It is estimated 
that the lodge owes about twenty-five hundred 
dollars, and that the property is worth $4,600. 

This means the disbandment of the lodge. 
As secretary, Mr. Raine on yesterday sent to 
Grand Secretary Myers at Cincinnati the for- 
mal notice of the condition of the Atlanta 
lodge. It is probable that there will be no 
effort to revive the lodge.

JUDGE CLARK ASKS FOR A RESPITE. 


fir. Walker Secures Some Strong Testi- 
mony—Sympathetic Letters—Dan- 
iela Will Get a New Trial. 


Next Friday is the time set by Judge 
Richard H. Clark for the execution of Peter 
Daniels’s death sentence. 

But the hanging will not take place next 
Friday. Perhaps it may never occur. 

Yesterday morning Governor Northen re- 
prieved the doomed negro until January 
29th. 

Mr. Frank R. Walker yesterday morning 
went before Judge Richard H. Clark and 
presented some extraordinary grounds for a 
new trial. There was much important newly 
discovered evidence in the form of affidavits, 
signed by negroes of good standing in At- 
lanta. These colored citizens are: The Rey. 
E. T. Hill, J. L. Teasley, Levi Morrison 


and Dan Wingfield. 

The formal motion for a new trial cannot be 
heard by JudgaClark till week after next, so 
Mr. Walker requested him to sign a petition 
to the governor asking that a stay of execu- 
tion be granted; that a respite be given Dan- 
iels so this newly discovered testimony can be 
properly produced in court. 

Judge Clark quickly signed the subjoined 
recommendation. 

I recommend the reprieve of Peter Daniels until 
pome fixed day in.the middie of January next, to 
enable him to make the extraordinary motjon for 
anew trial, but itisnot to be considered a&S ex- 


» pressing any opinion upon the effect of the new 
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testimony when presented by the affidavits, The 
evidence referred toin the petition and affidavit 
was not introduced on the first trial. Besides the 
evidence of Wright and Johnson (for the defense) 
there were strong circumstances in support of 
them. , RICHARD H. CLARK. 
Governor Northen gave the papers a hasty 
reading and found in them good grounds for 
complying with Judge Clark’ sjrequest.

prisoner who needs help in his extremity. All 
honor to Mr. Inman and Mr. Beck and all others 
who are willing to heip save poor Peter Daniels 
from the gallows. Mks. M. M.

ATLANTA, December 3, 1891.—Mr. Hugh T. In- 
man, Atianta, Ga. Dear Sir: I was glad to see 
your card in this morning’s CONSTITUTION in ref- 
erence to Peter Daniels.

*‘And,”’ he continued, ‘‘more than that I ex- 
pect when Daniels gets another trial he will 
be acquitted. Iam perfectly safe in assum- 
ing this, for already Ihave in hand enough 
newly found testimony to clear him. 
Some of the aflidavits I procured today 
are very strong ; yes, they are 
conclusive of Daniels’s innocence. Governor 
Northen couid not have done otherwise than 
hedidin granting a reprieve. As soon as 
Judge Clark’s court meets I will go before it 
and move for a new trial, and I apprehend no 
trouble in getting it.

THE NEW YORK MARKET, 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 3.—The stock market 
today was as dull as those preceding it for the last two 
weeks, but there was a gratifying change in the 
character of trading, the local trading element having 
less to do in the making of quotations. While there 
was a marked increase in the number of purchases for 
investment account, of both stocks and bonds, the 
market, it may be said, was principally an investor's 
market, and relieved of the usual pressare of salcs for 
short account. There was a slow but steady improve- 
ment in values all along the line, witha few marked 
improvements here and there. rangers once more 
came to the front, and resumed their old prominence 
in the market, and Burlington, which attracted most 
attention, was the only stock which finally scored a 
material gain among the usually active list. Trading 
was, however, monotonousin the extreme, no special 
feature of interest marking transactions in the leading 
shares, and an upward movement met with no check, 
but was slow, and, at times, almost impracticable. 
Traders were sellers, toa limited extent, in the fore- 
noon, but changed front later inthe day, which had 
the effect of taking all vim out of the market, but gave 
@ more decided, stronger tone to dealings. Burlington 
was leader in both strength and activity, and, while it 
is the only stock which could be called active, it fairly 
led the upward movement. Few of the speciait‘es, 
such as Milwaukee, Lake Shore preferred and Great 
Northern preferred, which scored the final gains of 1”, 
and 3'5 percent, respectively, made sharper move- 
menis, but the advancein Burlington reached 1'; in 
all, where prominent stocks were confined to fractions, 
The opening was rather hesitating, and showed none 
of the activity and strength of yesterday's final deal- 
ings, but a firm tone was soon developed, and prices, 
exceptin Missouri Pacific and one or two others, 
showed an advancing tendency. Buying increased 
rapidly, however,.and, before the end o/ the first hour, 
lossesin the weak stocks had been recovered, and 
fractional gains established all along the line. The 
movement halted ai noon, when the usual dullness 
overtook the market; but the demand again increased 
in the last hour, and the best prices of the day were 
generally made at that time. Lack of feature still was 
very pronounced, however, and the market finally 
closed dull, but strong to firm at about the top of the 
day. Sales oflisted aggregated 178,000 shares; unlisted, 
5,000. 

The most interesting portion of the market was the 
trading in railroad bonds, which showed not only an 
improvement in temper, but a widening, of the most 
positive character.

NEW YORK, December 8—[Special. 1—Spot sales in 
Liverpool today were 10,000 bales, indicating a disposi-

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, December 3.—The trading in wheat here 
today was largely of a professional character.

There was less 
liquidation than at yesterday’s session, during which 
most of the tired longs got rid of their burdens, while 
the decisive break of the past few days stimulated cov- 
ering by shorts to realize their profits. May opened 
at 97c, sold at 9% %,c, then went up quickly to 97%e, 
weakened to 97',c on Bradstreet’s report that the 
available stocks increased 3,800,(0) bushels last week, 
grew strongonthe renewed buying during the last 
hour, advancing to 97 %;,c, and closing firm at 97% {c. 

Corn displayed a good deal of strength early, the 
year opening 1',c higher than it closed yesterday, and 
selling up 4c more. The firmness was due .to free 
covering of the shorts, who were somewhat ilarmed

TO ATTEND THE MACON CONVENTION. 


A Grand HReception by the Citizens of 
Macon—A Banquet Tonight. 
Those Who Went. 


There will be a convention in Macon today, 
composed of Georgia editors and the public- 
spirited citizens of Macon. 

It’s the convention which has been boomed 
by the Macon people and the Georgia editors 
for a month or more, for the purpose of getting 
up a Georgia exhibit at the world’s fair. It 
will be largely attended by the newspaper men 
of the state, and can but result in some feasible 
plan for a state exhibit. 

The editors from north and northwest Geor- 
gia, going to the co&tvention,arrived in Atlanta 
They spent the day here very 
pleasantly, and left here last night at 7:10 
o’clock for Macon. They wentin a special 


car, attached to the regular train, leaving 


here at the hour named, and formed a jolly 
party. The merry boys of the fourth estate 
had as a special guest Governor Northen, who 
will attend the convention today, and be an 


honorary member.

Mr. Charles D. Barker, corresponding secre- 
ary of the Weekly Press Association, chape- 
‘oned the editors, and had charge of all the 


passes. 

The editors were comfortably ensconced in 
the special] car, which was to carry them to 
Macon, some time before the departure of the 
train, and enjoyed themselves telling stories 
and laughing over former excursions until the 
train pulled out. 

They reached Macon about 10 o’clock last 
night, and were given a grand reception. 
The reception committee, composed of the 
leading citizens of Macon, of which Mayor 
Price is chairman, met them at the train 
and escorted them to the Brown house 
and Hotel Lanier, where they will be quar- 
tered during their stay in the Central City. 

The convention will be called to order at 
11:30 o’clock this morning by Mayor Price in 
the Academy of Music. Addresses of wel- 
come will be delivered in behalf of the city of 
Macon by Hon. R. W. Patterson, Colonel 
A. A. Allen, of The Macon Teiegraph, and 
Mr. Henry Horne. Responses wiil be made 
by some of the eloquent editors, who wiil be 
sclected for that purpose. 

The afternoon session will be devoted to the 
discussion of plans and suggestions, as to the 
ways and means of getting up an exhibit from 
this state at the worid’s fair. This interchange 
of ideas and plans, upon the part of the tbink- 
ing editors, will no doubt resuit in some prac- 
ticable plan for a Georgia exhibit. That there 
should be one, all are agreed, but the way to 
get it is yet to be arranged. 

The citizens of Macon will give the editors a 
banquet tonight, which will rank among thé 
finest given in the south in years, 

Extensive preparations for the entertain- 
ment of the editors has been made, and noth- 
ing will be left undone to make the visita 
pleasant one. 

Mr. J. H. Allen, of Rome, was among those 
who went down last night. He was the 
manager of the Floyd county exhibit at the 
Piedmont exposition. 

“Tam notan editor,’”’ said he, last night, 
talking to a ConsTITUTION reporter, ‘‘but I am 
deeply interested in the matter of an exhibit 
at the world’s fair, and I am going down, not 
as a delegate, but to hear suggestions and dis- 
cussions. Floyd county is going to make a 
display at the Columbian exposition if no other 
county in the state does, but we would like for 
the other counties of Georgia to join with us.”’

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NEARLY A MURDER. 
Dr. Gidson, of Macon, Strack Down 
in the Dark. 


HIS ASSAILANT WAS A NEGRO, 


A Collision Between the Physician’s 
Buggy and a Wagon Led to 
the Assault, 


MACON, Ga., December 3.—[Special.]—Dr. 
W. C. Gibson, a well-known physician of Ma- 
con, was murderously assaulted this evening 


about 6 o’clock, by an unknown negro on | 
Washington avenue, near the First Baptise © 


cburch. Dr. Gibson was driving leisurely up 
the avenue and the negro was driving a retail 
grocery wagon recklessly down the avenue. 
Dr. Gibson tried to guide his horse 
and buggy out of the way, but 
was unable to do so and the two vehicles col- 
lided. Tie wagon stopped a litile distance 
beyond the buggy. 
Hit with a Brick. 


Dr. Gibson jumped out of his buggy and 
went back and spoke to the negro about his 
reckless driving. The negro replied insult- 
ingly, Dr. Gibson made a rejoinder, when the 
negro struck the doctor on the side of the head 
with a brick. The doctor fell to the 
ground unconscious and the negro 
tied from the scene. 

Messrs. Aiex Subers and Malcom Jones, 
who happened to be passing, went to the doc- 
tor’s assistance. He was picked up, and when 
he rallied he began to talk in a disconnected 
nud incoherent way. His face was covered 
with blood. He was taken home, and Drs.

An Increase in Freight Rates Saved the

The parties interested had 
made preparations to go into the terrapin busi- 
ness on a mammoth scale, and had decided to 
gather up all the ‘‘cooters” at Lake Milasulie, as 
well as Jamaica, but this last rate was too 
much for them. They have gone to Savannah 
to lay the matter before the. railroad authori- 
ties. In making up the rates the comuinis- 
sioners failed to put an official rate on terra- 
pins,
